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EXPLANATIONS. 


OLD  COINS.  Coins  are  not  always  valuable  on  account  of  their 
age,  the  old  Spanish  silver  coins  which  passed  current  in  this 
country  from  1700  to  1800  have  no  premium  value,  neither  do 
common  dates  of  cents  in  ordinary  condition  of  1798,  1802  and 
1803,  or  old  Half  Dollars  of  the  common  dates  between  the  years 
1805  and  1835.  In  America  it  is  the  fashion  to  make  up  sets  of  the 
different  coins  comprising  each  year  of  their  issue  in  as  fine 
condition  as  it  is  possible  to  obtain  them,  and  it  is  the  demand 
for  the  coin  by  collectors  w Inch  makes  the  value. 

INFORMATION  pertaining  to  coins,  etc.,  given  to  the  best  of  our 
anility  gratis.  Letters  of  inquiry  must  have  stamp  enclosed 
for  return  reply,  otherwise  no  notice  of  them  will  be  taken. 

PRICES.  The  first  prices  quoted  are  for  coins  in  a good 
state  of  preservation,  that  is,  applied  to  a cent,  one  having  the 
date  distinct,  hair  not  worn  off,  and  all  the  letters  legible  on 
both  sides  ; applied  to  a silver  coin  means  a good  bold  impres- 
sion, and  to  a gold  coin,  one  that  presents  a handsome  appear- 
ance, and  does  not  show  signs  of  wear.  The  second  price  given 
in  t his  list  is  for  coins  in  fine  or  uncirculated  condition. 

CONDITION.  Coins  are  classed  as  to  the  state  of  preservation. 
Proof  coins  are  those  made  annually  for  the  last  forty  years  by 
the  mint  for  collectors  in  brilliant  condition  by  burnishing  ; un- 
circulated coins  are  those  which  have  been  laid  away  careful- 
ly and  have  the  original  mint  lustre,  and  are  as  sharp  as  when 
coined  ; fine  coins  have  the  hair,  eyes  and  letters  bold  and  sharp, 
and  not  worn  off  or  corroded.  Good  coins  are  those  in  which 
the  hair  and  eyes  show  up  well,  the  date  and  all  the  letters  per- 
fectly plain.  What  would  be  considered  fine  for  a cent  how- 
ever, would  only  be  good  in  a gold  coin.  Fair  coins  have  the 
date  distiuct  but  hair  and  letters  somewhat  worn,  poor  coins 
are  those  which  have  the  date  indistinct,  or  the  hair  and  letters 
badly  worn,  or  the  surface  badly  corroded,  or  have  been  pierced 
or  battered. 

FINE  AND  PERFECT  1).  S.  CENTS.  There  are  here  and  there  to 
be  found  cents  of  the  early  dates  which  have  been  laid  away 
carefully  since  the  time  they  were  coined.  These  are  some- 
times valuable.  For  instance  for  a cent  of  1799  in  good  condition 
we  pay  S5;  but  for  a fine  cent  of  the  s. ime  date  we  would  pay 
from  $10  to  $25;  and  for  a perfect  cent  of  1799  that  is  as  bright 
and  sharp  as  the  day  it  wras  coined  we  will  pay  ONE  HUNDRED 
DOLLARS. 

CLEANING.  Do  not  attempt  to  clean  fine  coins,  they  should  be 
handled  only  on  the  edge,  and  kept  wrapped  carefully  in  cham- 
ois skin,  or  soft  tissue  paper,  or  laid  on  velvet.  Gold  and  Silver 
coins  may  be  rinsed,  not  washed,  in  hot  water  and  soap.  Copper 
coins  should  be  placed  in  sweet  oil  only  to  remove  grease  and  dirt, 
acids  and  scouring  will  ruin  any  coin  of  value. 

OBVERSE  means  the  head  or  face  of  the  coin  or  the  side  having 
the  principal  device. 

REVERSE  means  the  tail,  or  less  important  side. 

LEGEND  means  the  reading  on  the  coin.

MILLED  EDGE.  In  the  early  part  of  1836  the  half  dollars  were 
coined  with  lettered  edge,  and  in  the  latter  part  with  milled  or 
ribbed  edge  as  they  are  to-day. 

RESTRIKES,  are  pieces  struck  from  the  original  dies  but  at  some 
time  subsequent  to  the  original  issue.

COINS,  &c.  PURCHASED. 


Coins  in  good  condition  are  increased  in  value  if  in  fine  con- 
dition, and  diminished  if  worn  or  damaged,  which  often  renders 
a good  coin  worthless,  especially  if  punched  with  a hole. 

As  many  of  our  lists,  however,  are  circulated  out  of  the  city, 
we  give  a few  directions  to  those  who  have  coins. 

Do  not  send  on  the  coins  without  first  giving  us  a full  descrip- 
tion of  what  they  are.  We  can  form  some  idea  of  the  value  of 
rare  coins  from  pencil  rubbings,  tin  foil  or  sealing  wax  impres- 
sions. 1 / 

Should  they  prove  to  be  valuable,  they  maybe  sent  either  in 
Registered  letter,  or  by  Express,  according  to  their  weight  and 
quantity. 

Of  the  rarer  coins  such  as  the  earlier  Colonials,  there  are  many 
imitations  in  the  market,  such  as  electrotypes  and  re-struck 
pieces,  and  of  the  Government  coinage  many  of  the  coins  with 
the  rarer  dates  have  been  altered  by  the  engraver’s  chisel  from 
common  dates,  notably  the  dollar  of  1804,  the  cents  of  1793,  1799, 
1804,  &c. 

Such  coins  of  course  are  valueless  to  collectors.
